(c) domestic abuse;

(d) child abuse;

(e) sexual abuse;

(f) human trafficking; or

[g) human smuggling.

(5) If a person is convicted of bigamy and any offense under Subsection (4),
the penalty for both offenses shall be enhanced by one degree.
